The deportation of the Doukhobor leader, Peter 
Veregin, seems to have been carried out with the 
same unreason as the wholesale imprisonment of his 
followers. 

It may be that in a country where serious offend- 
ers for sex-crimes can get acquittal or a sentence 
of a few weeks, that men and women who occasion- 
ally parade in the nude for religious symbolism, 
should be given penal sentences of three years, their 
farms made desolate, their homes broken and their 
children torn from them. But even this view of 
relative degrees of guilt, does not justify taking 
away the juridical rights of the subjects. 

Any man, who feels the urge at times to stand 
for public righteousness, faces as I have done, the 
risk of being thrown into jail on trumped up crim- 
inal charges. To add deprivation of civil rights to 
the risks of trial, and to deport without an oppor- 
tunity of appeal to the courts, brings administration 
into contempt. It is a threat to any subject who 
may happen to have been born outside of the Dom- 
inion. 

Under the Doukhobor constitution, Peter Veregin 
is sole trustee of the community properties. His 
railroading out of the country without an opportun- 
ity to appoint a power of attorney, jeopardises the 
community properties and exposes them to risk of 
confiscation 

Surely the machinery of justice in Canada is 
ample enough to deal with Veregin and his follow- 
ers without resorting to these un-British methods
